2 submitting information for a prospective tenant specifyin g, without obligation, desired real 

3 estate characteristics in a non-binding specification soliciting offers or proposals : and 

4 adding the information to a demand database, wherein the demand database includes a 

5 plurality of entries each corresponding to information relating to non-binding specifications of 

6 desired real estate characteristics.
